1-oulHvillo, Ky., Nov. 1. — W. B. 
Smith, former president of the West- 
ern National bunk of Louisville, who 
was Indicted on ten counts for alleg- 
ed Irregularities in the management 
of the bank, and for alleged embez- 
zlement, returned to I-ouisville last 
night and surrendered to the federal 
nuthoffties at the custom house. 

Banker Smith was away from 
l-ouisville at th»* time the Indict- 
ments were returned and was 
thought to be a fugitive. It was re- 
ported he was in Porto Rico. When 
' last heard from before action was ta- 
l ken. Smith was In New York City, 
whence he wired his resignation as * 
director of the Western National 
bank. 

The bank was closed sometime ago 
by United States /tank Examiner 
Marrlett, but was reorganized and 
has reopened in handsome new quar- 
ters at Third avenue and Market 
street. 

The accused hanker la represented 
hy Attorney W. M. Smith. 

Banker Smith when approached 
hy a reporter said: “I am not guilty 
of nny offense and will be able to es- 
tablish my Innocence. I do not care 
to go now into the details of the in- 
dict menis. I went from I-ouisvllle to 
'N*nrie KtrA. with m.v father, C. A. 
Smith, of Henry county. 

“Before leaving Impressed my In- 
tention of going there. I read the In- 
dictments against me' In New York 
two nights ngo, and then came to 
I .ouisville.” 

At 11:30 o’clock this morning Mr. 
Smith “entered the office of the 
United Slates Clreult Clerk and sur- 
rendered. His attorney Immediately 
announced that arrangements had 
been made for bail. The American 
Surfty company, represented by At- 
torney Samuel Bland, then became 
surety for Mr. Smith In the sum of 
$3,000 the amount heretofore fixed 
by Judge Walter Evans. 

After the bond had bem given the 
following authorized statement was 
made for Mr. Smith by his attorney: 
“Mr. Smith left Ixiulsville simply 
for a rest. He concealed his address 
from bis lawyer because he did not 
desire to. be worried hy messages 
and business communications. How- 
ever. he learned that he had been In- 
dlcttd and sent word that he would 
arrive here October 29. He would 
have been here on that date but was , 
delayed. At-his request a copy of the 
indictments against Mr. Smith were 
sent to him before he left New York, 
and he is now familiar with their 
charges against him. There was no 
intention on the part of Mr. Smith , 
at any' time to be a fugitive." 

Mr. Smith arrived in Louisville 
’asl night. It Is supposed that he de- 
layed surrendering until this morn- 
ing. pending the making of arrange- 
ments to give bond. 

United States Marshal A. D. James 
was ou a train bound from Madlson- 
vllle to Louisville last night and rec- 
ognized Mr. Smith, who was a fel- 
low passenger. , 

Br.'James then wired Deputy Mar- 
shal Jeff Cundlff. who met the train 
and who shadowed Mr. Smith to 
Parkland, where the latter entered 
a house at 2Sth street and Virginia 
avenue. Mr. Cundlff had jio" warrant 
and he relumed to the center of the j 
city to find Deputy Marshul William j 
Blades, who lind the, necessary pa- 
pers, lint the search was futile, Mr. 
B.udes having changed his boarding 
house. 

Mr» Smith owns twelve shares of 
■lock In the Boston Banking compa- 
ny, of Nelson county, if the allegu- ■ 
lions contained In an unawer to a 
garnishee filed bv the latter cagcerii 
are frue. When the Western NuTlonai 
hank on October 21 sued the Padu- 
cah Investment company, ('. M. Mar- 
tin and W B. Smith on two notes 
aggregating $3, OOP. the Boston Han- 
king contpatiy was attached upon the 
belief that It held some of Smith’s 
funds.

Living 
expenses have been growing year af- 
ter year, they will he higher this 
year than last, and the church peo- 
ple ought to meet this situation In 
the material wav so necessary even 
for the members of the clergy." 

Bishop W. F. Msllalteu. of Boston, 
also said salaries are not comtirnsu- 
rate with the demands the mirtisters 
of the churches of all denominations 
have to meet.
